DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-35 are pending. The Response filed 5/9/03, Paper No. 12, has been received 
and has properly elected the required species. In addition to the Election of Species requirement 
mailed 7/30/02, Paper No. 9, the Examiner is additionally requiring a Restriction requirement, as 
outline below. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2, 14-19, 26-27, drawn to a method of targeting a compound, classified 
in class 5 14, subclass 95 1 . 

II. Claims 3-6, 28-29, drawn to an imaging composition, classified in class 424, 
subclass 1.11. 

III. Claims 7-12, 20-25, 30-32, drawn to a therapeutic composition, classified in class 
424, subclass 489. 

IV. Claims 13, drawn to a method for enhancing the selective association of a 
composition at a site, classified in class 424, subclass 9.1. 

V. Claims 33-34, drawn to a method for identifying optimal range of zeta potential, 
classified in class 514, subclass 789. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
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§ 806.05(h)).. In the instant case the process can be used with other imaging agents, such as 
radioisotopes, transition metals and others. 

Inventions III&IV and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the processes can be used with other therapeutic compositions 
which comprise antibodies that selectively bind to specific constituents of a composition. 

Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). A therapeutic 
composition is administered to an individual to impart a beneficial health effect, whereas an 
imaging composition is administered to achieve an external image of an in vivo body part, 
whereas a method for identifying the optimal range of zeta potential is relied upon to identify a 
given property of a composition. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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A telephone call was made to Sally Tseng on 6/25/03 to request an oral election to the 
above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
